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Martin Ulrich Shoots Him- 


self Because of Neigh- 


borhood Gossip.

• Huntington, Ind., Oct. 10.—Leaving 


his final message to his family written 
•upon a new shingle which he placed 
in a conspicuous place where it would 
be easily 
found, 
Martin 
Ulrich. a 


prominent farmer of this county, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday at his home 
near Brown's Corners, in this county. 
He used a rifle to end his life, and 
the deed is believed to have been the 
result of worry 
over 
neighborhood 


gossip which connected Ms name with 
that of a neighboring woman. Ulrich 
had protested to his family that the 
stories were untrue, and they believed 
him. but he could not shake oft his 
distress and deliberately sought relief 
in suicide. 
Ulrich was 52 years of 


age, lived for many years in Lancas- 
ter township, and 
was 
highly re- 


spected. 


Message on Shingle. 


The message which Ulrich had writ- 


ten with a lead pencil upon a shingle 
read as follows: 


"There Is so much talk going that 


I can stand it no longer. I want you 
tolks to use each other right, and 
ether folks, too. 
I want you and ma 


to do with the things what you think 
best and pay no attention to me. Put 
me away with as little expense as you 
can, and I don't want one in the world 
to worry about 
me, and if I havo 


wronged any one in the world, I ask 
In the name of God to forgive me. 


"So good-bye to all. 


"YOUR PA." 


The lifeless body of the farmer, still 


warm, was found by the wife as she 
chanced to go to the 
barn at 11 


o'clock. 
When she threw open the 


door the body was upon the floor, ami 
beside It was the small rifle with 
which Ulrich had fired the fatal shot. 
He had evidently made careful prep- 
aration for tie deed, resting the butt 
of the rifle, which was of 22-caliber, on 
the side of a stall In the stable, plac- 
ing the muzzle directly over his heart 
and reaching out his arm had dis- 
charged the weapon with his thnmb. 


Wife Trusted Him Fully. 


The gossip of 
tho 
neighborhood 


•which is supposed to have prompted 
Mr. Ulrich to his own destruction is 
in turn causing much talk. 
Mr. Ul- 


rich had 
heard 
numerous reports 


about his relations with a neighbor 
woman, but he stoutly denied all these. 
Finally, being unable to bear the bur- 
den by himself, he went to his wife a 
few days ago and asked her if sho 
would forgive him and if she believed 
ell this rallc. 
She promptly assured 


him that sho believed him innocent, 
hut this assurance 
had 
apparently 


little effect upon the husband, for he 
continued to worry more and more 
about, it and a visible change in his 
condition was noted 
hy the other 


members of his family. He had been 
advised by his wife to forget, the mat- 
ter until their time on the 
present 


homestead was up, and that then they 
would return to Lancaster township, 
where they were well known, and no 
one would believe or oven circulate 
Buoh stories. But all these words of 
encouragement had no effect 
upon 


Mr. Ulrich. and he determined to put 
a ban on the gossip by his own de- 
struction.

One by one the American To- 
bacco company buys up their business 
or buys control of It. letting it go on 
In the hands of men whom it can re- 
place at any time and does replace 
when it sees fit, and it gets the bene- 
fit and the profit of all the different 
products with their names and labels, 
and yet. because some people prefer 
one article or one brand and some an- 
other, there is no suppression of com- 
petition in production or in trading 
by this single control. The reasoning 
is amusing and does credit to the 
humor of the lawyers, but not to their 
estimate of the intelligence of judges 
and juries.

inventories began, he declared, an- 
tiquaries of Paris, some of whom are 
millionaires, hired him and others to 
go through the country and bribe tho 
parish priests to surrender the relics 
and 
substitute 
counterfeits which 


could later 
be turned 
over to the 


state. He says this plan of operations 
continued for months, but as many 
of the most valuable church treasures 
could not be counterfeited, he finally 
went boldly 
into 
the 
business of 


wholesale 
burglary. 
Thomas

mated the amount of his robberies at

Thomas returned to Clermont-Fer- 


rand, a few days ago from London, 
where he had gone to dispose of some 
of his plunder. He found his mother 
and brother had been arrested and 
his house 
searched.

near his home disguised until yester- 
day, when he walked into police head- 
quarters and exclaimed: 


"The head of the firm of Thomas & 


Co., 
whom the people o£ Clermont- 


Ferrand have considered a merchant 
above suspicion, is a vulgar male 
factor and thief of the lowest type. 
But I did not come here to avow my 
sins, which concern me alone, neither 
am I driven by remorse. 
I came to 


save my innocent mother and brother 
and a married woman whom I love, 
and who is compromised by the seiz- 
ure of certain correspondence."

JEWEL THIEF 


Gives Narrative of Her Re- 


lations With Ex-Con- 


vict Negro. 


Chicago, OcL 10.—Wife of a rich 


manufacturer, mother of a young 
child—thief, consorter with negroes! 


By confessing to a series of burg- 


laries that would make many a pro- 
fessional cracksman 
jealous, Mrs. 


Evaltno Romadka, aged 23, con- 
tributed a unique case to tho lore 
of 
criminal psychology yesterday. 


Arrested Saturday night in a fash- 
ionable cafe for wearing stolen jew- 
elry, the woman finally broke down 
before the questioning of the police 
and sobbed out a story that amazed 
the officers. 


The episode then developed Into 


something more than chafE for the 
police court and food for scandal. It 
is one that will reward the investi- 
gation of experts in tho analysis of 
the obscure mental causes for moral 
decadence. 


Mrs. .Romadka is refined and edu- 


cated. 
Though the traces of dissi- 


pation are now evident in her fea- 
tures, she Is obviously a woman of 
more than ordinary culture. 


High Up in Society. 


Married to a wealthy man, she is 


possessed of ample means. 
She 


dresses expensively and has been 
living in 
high-toned hotels. 
Her 


husband, Charles .)'. Romadka, is a 
member of one of Milwaukee's rich- 
est and most 
prominent families. 


She is the mother of a 2-year-old 
child, and had the entree Into the 
most exclusive social circles of the 
Wisconsin city. 


Yet, with the usual tempations to 


crime far removed from her by her 
antecedents and her position in life, 
she has entered into a campaign of 
burglary, by her own confession. Her 
methods were not the miscellaneous 
pilferings of the kleptomaniac, but 
the well planned tactics of the per- 
son who makes robbery a business. 


"1 never thought of stealing any- 


thing until last spring," she contin- 
ued. 
"I advertised for a nurse maid 


to caro for my 2-year-old daughter 
while I was still In Milwaukee. A 
young woman replied lo the adver- 
tisement. 
While talking to her I ex- 


cused myself for a moment and left 
the room. On the table in the room 
1 left a purse containing a large sum 
ot money. 
"A moment afterward the thought 


Hashed into my mind that the woman 
could easily steal the purse and leave 
without my knowing her Identity. 
Tho idea had evidently not entered j 
the nurse maid's mind, but It has 
been hammering at my mind over 
since. 
Theft Looked Easy. 


"The ease with which a woman 


could steal and escape detection was 
tho thought that, forced itself upon 
me. Try as I would I could not. es- 
cape it- Wherever T went opportuni- 
ties to steal presented themselves to 
me. and finally I fell." 
Her rich dress appeared pathetical- 


ly Incongruous in the matron's quar- 
ters of tho police station among tbn 
delinquent girls and painted women 
who stood at a distance. 
"I didn't need the money, 
she 


continued. "My husband gave me 
everything 1 needed. 
Tho colored 


inan helped mo. and I never thought 
that we would get caught. It all 
seemed so easy." 


Just Bad. She Said. 


"There's something bad in mo I 


can't control," was her only excuse, 
as she poured out her miserable story 
to Captain o£ Detectives O'Brien 
yesterday. "I don't know why I did 
It. 
I tried to control myself, but 


failed. 
I lost my grip ana went un- 


der." 
Sobs 
interrupted tho narrative. 


Bitter repentance had come to her 
and she begged for sympathy. 


"Say something kind to me," she. 


wailed when she had finished the 
confession. 
"I've sinned and confessed, nnd 


now I'm suffering—suffering! 
Life, 


which I loved so dearly, seems all 
changed and dark now. 
Say some- 


thing kind to me, please." 


More than that, she has allied her- 


self with a negro ex-convict, in or- 
der to attain her ends. She accepted 
this outcast as a colleague and close 
associate in crime, dividing with him 
the money for which he pawned the 
jewels stolen by her.

The 
bracelet, which is valued at several 
hundred dollars, was given 
by the 


wife of the millionaire trunkmaker to 
Mrs. Finucane. Last night the Chi- 
cago police wired the Milwaukee po- 
lice to search for Mrs. Finucane and 
recover the bracelet. 


The next scene was 6514 Yale ave- 


nue, an address given In a second ad- 
vertisement calling for a nursemaid. 
Again her refined manner won for her 
a place. A few hours of service were 
sufficient to give Mrs. Romadka the 
opportunity to decamp with a diamond 
ring, which, with the assistance of the 
negro Jones, was pawned at the First 
State Fawners' society for $30. 


Arrest Comes Nearer. 


The woman's next attempt later re- 


sulted in her detection 
and arrest. 


This was the Beck robbery, at 5540 
South Park avenue. 


For a second time an open door on 


Lawndale avenue, near Douglas park, 
presented the opportunity to continue 
the fascinating career of crime. 
It 


was shortly before noon, and the wom- 
an, entering the house, obtained pos- 
session of a watch and $20 in cur- 
rency. The watch she gave to Jones 
to pawn. The colored man sold it, he 
says, to a man he met on the street 
for $5. 
The field of operation was then re- 


moved to Milwaukee, where Mrs. Ro- 
madka admits having 
entered 
tho 


homo, of a Mrs. Cady, 186 Eighteenth 
street, and stealing a sealskin coat. 
This she declares she shipped to the 
negro In Chicago an3 he sold the gar- 
ment. 


Operations Are Widespread. 


Upon returning to Chicago Mrs. Rc- 


marlka secured a position as maid on 
Sheridan road, exactly 
where 
she 


says sho has forgotten. 
After work- 


ing a day In this plaon she left, carry- 
ing with hor $13 In currency and a 
jowel rase, later recovered in thp 
Jones home by tho ixilieo. 


"Tho llrsl lime I met, 
Jones 
ho 


came to an apartment at 101 Twenty- 
first, stroot. whore I w;is living, nnd 
declared ho wished to engage rooms 
for his employer, 
who 
was 
quite 


wealthy anil ff>r whom Jones was a 
valet," said Mrs. Romadka. "Ho maclo 
several visils lo th^ place and. while 
conversing with him he talked of tho 
ease with which a clever woman could 
commit, robbery without, fear of 
<\K- 


t.oct.ion. His talk influenced me and I 
asked him several questions. 
Later 


ho gave mo some trunk keys and ex- 
plained the manner In which 1 should 
enter homos and Ihe way lo hide tho 
stuff I. took about, my person." 


Corrected by Negro. 


While Mrs. Romadka was making 


hor confession Jones was seated oppo- 
site her. denying at 
times certain 


statements and acquiescing in others. 
The manner in which the pair mot, 
was given a different, version by tho 
negro than told by the woman. 


"I first mot Miss Whitney—that's 


tho name Mrs. Romadka gave me—at 
2630 Wabash avenue," ho declared. 
"Wo had several drinka there, and 
while Mrs. Romadka lived at the. Vic- 
toria and later at, the 
Thirty-first 


street apartment I ran errands for 
her." 


Jonos, in addition to having served 


limn In .Toilet for burglary and receiv- 
ing stolen property, has boon involved 
in numerous escapades with 
white 


women. In 1304 he was sentenced to 
the penitentiary after confessing to 
entering the home of Mrs. Jennie Off- 
ner. 3353 Prairie avenue. 
Jones is 


said lo have a bank account of sev- 
eral hundred dollars.

hospital with apparent, success. 
The 


patient was Jlrs. George Blydcnburg, 
wife of a wealthy contractor. Mrs. 
Blydonburg was suffering from a can- 
eorous growth In nearly all the ab- 
dominal organs. Dr. Walter G. Crump, 
aflcr nn X-ray 
examination, 
found 


that, hor death was only a question of 
a few days unless something was (lone 
and deckled to perform an operation 
at mice. 


The operation was witnessed by ton 


physicians, several from out of town, 
one being a woman from Sehenectady. 
and another. Dr. .lurtson Sanders, of 
Reading. Pa. 
Tho operation lasted 


for nearly three- hours. 
In that, time 


six organs were removed 
including 


the upper portion of the bladder, tho 
vermiform appendix, ten inches of the 
Ilium and the ascending colon. 


According to the physicians, opera- 


tions on these Individual organs have 
been performer!, but never in a com- 
bination of six. 


The third day after the operation 


Mrs. 
Blydcnburg showed 
great im- 


provement. Today an X-ray machine 
will be used to kill any fragments of 
the. growth in the tissues. The case 
will be placed before the Academy o£ 
Pathological Science anrl other medi- 
cal societies in this country. 


In commenling on the operation, Dr. 


Crump said that it appeared now that 
the time was not far distant when al- 
most, any organ excepting the vital 
ones can be removed without danger 
of death.

Jennings Bryan and the cause of pure 
democracy. 


They stood for two hours, and by 


shouts and laughs and handclaps gave 
the Nebraskau to understand that 
they heartily agreed with everything 
he said. 


When he had finished they pulled 


him down out of the speakers' stand 
and pushed and shoved and fought 
for the chance to shake his hand. The 
Innocent bystander was vividly re- 
minded by the demonstration of the 
Bryan campaign of 1S90. 


Bryan's views on the "third term 


'Idea" caused more after comment than 
any other of the subjects that he dis- 
cussed yesterday afternoon. 
A good 


many of the hearers professed to dis- 
cern behind his remarks on this topic j 
an outline of the position the democra- 
tic party will assume next year In the 
event 
President 
Roosevelt 
is re- 


nominated. 


Discusses Third Term. 


Mr. Bryan's adroitness and tact in 


discussing the "third term idea" chal- 
lenged the admiration of even the re- 
publicans who heard him. Apparently 
In a very innocent manner he began 
by pointing out differences between 
the theories of government held by 
Alexander 
Hamilton 
and those of 


Thomas Jefferson. 
Hamilton, he said. 


In his mistrust of the people, wanted 
the president elected for life. long 
tenures of office for senators and rep- 
resentatives, while Jefferson contend- 
ed for short terms and frequent elec- 
tions In order that tiie people might 
control their public sen-ants. 


"History has shown that Jefferson 


•was right," declared 
Bryan. "The 


Idea that men should hold elective 
office for life in this republic is repug- 
nant to every American citizen. We 
are not willing for the president of the 
United States to hold office more than 
two terms. Washington foresaw the 
evils that might come from longer 
tenure than two terms and he would 
not consider the proposition of a third 
term. Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and 
Jackson likewise refused. When Gen- 
eral Grant thought that he would like 
a third term he found more than 
enough people who helped him drop 
the notion. 


"Roosevelt was quick to sny, on the 


night of his election in 1904. that he 
regarded this as his second term and 
that ho would not be a candidate for 
a third term." 


At this point Mr. Bryan ceased bo- 


ing serious, and added with a smile, 
"Now, 
none of us should want the 


president to bo elected for life. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Is a young man, and Is 
in good health. What chance would 
them bo for one of us, say, my ngc? 
If wo had ado'ptcd Hamilton's idoa 
Roosevelt -would not bo president to- 
day, 
for Orover Cleveland Is still liv- 


ing." 


Following this Mr. Bryan discussed 


the tariff, trusts, "swollen fortunes," 
the income tax nnd the referendum. 
He said not a word on tno money que«- 
tlon or government ownership of rail- 
roads.

Xote—The starting point in economical 
housewifery is In the buying. 
In pur- 
chasing a fowl there is proportionately 
less waste In a. large than a small one. 
For this menu procure a. duck weighing 
about five pounds—there will be sufficient 
loft for the next day's dinner. For the 
soup buy a large knuckle of ve&l and re- 
serve a pint or the unseasoned broth for 
the olio. 
A quart each of green okra 
and tomatoes will be required for their 
part In the two dishes. Quince sirup can 
be made out of the parings of tho four 
quinces necessary for the pudding. 


English Olio of Duck—Bring to a sim- 
mer the left-over giblet gravy, then strain 
out the giblets ana place them In-a pint of 
veal stock; season with half a teaspoonful 
of salt, a quarter as much pepper, three 
shakes of cayenne and a tablespoonful of 
minced shallots. Cut the roast duck Into 
large dice, sufficient to make about a 
quart and lay in the voal gravy: simmer 
till heated through, then squeeze a bitter 
orange into the mixture, 
bitim out the 
meat and arrange on bread croutons; 
strain the, gravy over and send to the 
table smoking hot. 


Oriental Vegetables—Peel a. small egg 
plant, one onion and two medium-sized 
tomatoes. Trim and wash twelve okras. 
Cut tho egg Plant, tomatoes and okras 
In half-Inch pieces and place them in a. 
bowl. Finely chop the onion and brown 
it with a teaspoonful of butter In ft fry- 
ing pan for flv« minutes, then add the 
other vegetables with a tenspoonful of 
salt, half a teaspoonful of curry and two 
naltspoonfuls of pepper. Thoroughly mix 
and place In a buttered baking dish: 
sprlnglc 
two' tablespoonfuls 
of bread 
crumbs over; dot with an ounce of but- 
ter1, then set In a moderate over for an 
hour. Serve hot In tha same dish.
